Four- purse gsnatchers who 
have “for months. terrorized 
‘women of both races in-the 
third ward were found guil- 
ty by a jury in Judge Van 
Riper’s Court Thursday eve- 
ning ‘despite action by their 
four defense counsel to 
make the editor of the New 
Jersey Herald News- testify: 
in favor of the youths. 


The four are James: Evans 
of 192 Newark street; John Wil- 
liams of 251 Norfolk street; Maie 
Gordon of 9 Rutgers street and 
Archie Coles, of 25 Rutgers street. 
They will be sentenced April 15. 

John A. McKenna, counsel: for 
Evans, tried last Tuesday to make 
Harry B, Webber, Herald News 
editor, be a witness for Evans 
and testify that Special Officer 
Hardy Stevenson who arrested 
Evans told of using the “third 
degree’ in an interview written 
by Webber. 

Webber indicated to McKenna 
and Atty. Jack Wilder, of defense 
counsel, when the pair called at 
the Herald News office, that he 
wished to have nothing to do with. 
aiding purse-snatchers. The Her- 
ald News in past months vigor- 
ously demanded .an end to the 
purse-snatching evil and lauded 
Officer Stevenson and others 
when they jailed this and other 
gangs-ofsthe petty thieves. 

Nevertheless, McKenna sub- 
poeaned William H. Malloy, man- 

~ager-of -the paper. : 

Wednésday morning McKenna 
discovered he really wanted the 
actual writer of the Stevenson in- 

, terview and asked Atty. Oliver 
Randolph, Malloy and others to 
persuade Webber to testify. Web- 
ber told them he refused to tes-

Before the four purse thieves 
had testified, Webber was called 
to the stand to tell of the inter- 
view with Officer Stevenson. He 
said he wrote the interview, that 
it was substantially accurate, ‘but 
that he took no hotes and there- 
fore could.not guarantee whether 
Stevenson had used the- term 
“third degree’ or not. On Wed- 
nesday, Webber’s interview was 
read-in -court-to-Stevenson_on.the. 
stand, but Stevenson said the in- 
terview was 100 percent accurate 
save for the phrase? “ I used the 
third degree.”

and comfort to the enemy, but 
Friday I saw many of the'soldiers 
who were involved in the clash 
but who. luckily escaped being 
hit by bullets. They are tough 
boys frém thé deep south, from 
the farms of Tennessee, Georgia 
and Mississippi. They were tough 
before they got into: the army. 
Now they are much more hard- 
ened, They possess no such thing 
ag-fear.. And -they_know,-how to 
use a gun, whether a pistol or 
an anti-aircraft gun. They- also 
know how to hit a targét. It is 
said every one is a crack shot. 

These troops are in transit, 
that is, they have been moved 
through a number of camps, both 
southern and northern, Philadel- 
phia newspaper reporters recog- 
nized some of the men.as mem- 
bers of that group who were 
faced in Pennsylvania recently 
with big signs on poles to the 
effect that they must not be.seen 
in the company of white women.

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Mardering Colored 
Americans 


It is a commonplace of, American social practice that 
citizens of color, when brought into courts of law, tend 
to get the highest penalty if judged to have offended al 
white person and the lightest kind of sentence if judged to. 
have offended another’ citizen of color. < 

All'this is, of course, part and parcel-of the American 
disrespect for law and the underlying principles settled 
upon for their common governance. Moreover, it is a meth- 
od of buttressing the inequality imposed upon colored citi- 
zens throughout the country. 

It hardly need be said that this practice indicates a 
fracture in the nation’s foundations which may: prove fatal. 

It is interesting to note how. many colored persons 
have been murdered in New Jersey within the last year by 
other colored persons and white; and to note the light sen- 
tences dealt- out after conviction as compared ‘with sen- 
tences given in cases involving a colored persón offending. a 
white’ person, or a white person offending another- white 
person. Jersey, ón“ this score, as on several others, ranks 
with your typical’ ‘Southern state. 

Jersey police do a thorough job of hunting down the 
culprit when a' white citizen is wronged, but show only a 

¿ perfunctory interest, for the most part, if, the person 
wronged is colored And this is true whether the case is 
one of kidnaping like that of little Lois Langer of Jersey

Clark contended-the-~-original 
sale in 1940 was invalid because 
ithe mortgage was not yet due

overdue, however. The court rul- 
ed the mortgagee is at liberty to 
proceed to sale when payments 


aare in. default, 


. Clark élaimed the name of the 
paper. was. separate and apart 
from the papers’ good will and 
business. The court overruled 
this, stating the sale transferred 
name, good will and business also 

Clark claimed Baltimore didn’t 
contemplate entering the publish- 
ing business and hence that Clark 
did not injure Baltimore by con-

WPB Studies Limit Divine Will Re-sell

On Beauty Trade 


WASTINGTON In the wake 
of last week's organization in Jer- 
sey City of cosmeti¢ manufactur- 
ers,. the WPB indicated, Monday. 
that severe curtailment on pack- 
aging and use, of, cosmetics may 
not be far distant. $16,000,000 is 
the figure indicated the breadth 
of Negro. cosmetic market. 


Several restrictions of varieties 
and. shades of lipsticks, rouges, 
powders -and cleansing creams, 
arid elimination of hand lotions, 
toilet waters and luxury perfumes, 
may not be far distant, officials 
of the War Production Board said. 


America's $40,000,006 - a - year 
‘cosmetic industry has received un- 
til April:15 to provide the WPB 
with specific information as to 
how such standardization and eli- 
mination might. be accomplished, 
together with estimates as to the 
number—of—cosmetic plants that 
might be converted to war indus- 
tries, 

Under. consideration also is 
standardization of cosmetic pack- 
aging to free war-needed metals, 
particularly tin. This part of the 
plan.may eliminate. “sample | sizes" 
of cosmetics. fi 
Behind the probable cosmetic 
restrictions is the need of war in- 
dustries for alcohol and glycerine, |` 
widely used in cosmetics... There 
is: also the fact that only eight 
of seventy-five so-called essential! 
perfume. oils are produced in this 
hemisphere. Estimates are that 
5,000,000 gallons of alcohol were 
consumed for cosmetics in the 
year ended last June. 

Officials of the WPB class’ lip- 
stick, rouge, face powder .and 
cleansing cream as “essential”. cos- 
metics. Perfumes, particularly the 
luxury types, hand lotions and 
toilet waters are classed as. “lux- 
ury` or “non-essential” cosmetics 
The latter face the most severe 
restriction and standardization, 
even possible elimination, 

As many as thirty varieties and 
shades of face powders are on the 
market. Not more than half a 
dozen are necessary, these could 
be standardized, according to the 
WPB. The same applies. to the 
other “essential” cosmetics. Hand 
lotions, toilet waters and per- 
fumes contain prodigious amounts 
of. war-needed alcolfol. They are 


| likely. to. be restricted most se-| 


verely. 

Equally. serious is ihe. problem 
of packaging cosmetics. .Tinned|; 
containers have been used wide- 
ly. Then manufacturers were. told 
that they could, substitute iron 
“black-plate,'but it, too, is be- jt 
coming scarce: ‘The approach~to 
this problem will be standardiza- 
tion -of-packages and containers |; 
to use the minimum amount of 
metal. Many sizes probably will 
be eliminated. 

Further, new scientific equilp- 
ment.may be withheld from cos- 
metic laboratories. A sample sur- 
vey of cosmetic plants indicates 
that they will provide little equip- 
ment of value in the war.

— Odell 
Waller, 25-year-old” share-|’

his death in the electric chair at 
the Virginia penitentiary Thurs-

Waller was called at 8:35 A. M. 
from his death-row cell, where 
he had spent 630 days while his 
attorneys fought for his life be- 
fore the State and United States 
Supreme Courts. Ten minutes lat- 
er. Dr. C. C, Chewning Jr., prison 
physician, pronounced him. dead. 
“Wailér shot and fatally wounded 
Davis July 15, 1940, at Davis's 
home. The shooting followed the 
employer’s refusa] to surrender 
his share of a jointly tended 
wheat crop, but State witnesses 
testified at the trial that Davis 
had promised to send Waller his 
wheat and had turned toward his 
house in response to a call for 
preakfast when Waller fired four 
shots, two of which struck Davis 
in, the back.

the usher to move him. The usher 
then can do little but call the 
cops.

The reason customers must go 
through all this technique is that 
once you buy a ticket here for 
the balcony you cannot get it ex- 
changed for an orchestra ticket. 
When you buy the balcony ticket 
a man quickly relieves you of it 
and tears it in half, as is the law. 
Then whén you submit your stub 
for an exchange you are told the 
tax laws. forbid exchanges once 
thé ticket is torn. Your only re- 
course then is to get your money 
back if you want it.

But the ap- 
prehénsion was unnetessary, no 
doubt because the modern South is 
well supplied with liberal«people 
who are interested in giving the 
Negro his civic rights and broad- 
ening his economic opportunities.
